To free all Our good Subjedts of the leaſt ſuſpition 
of any intention 1n Js to innoyate any thing, cither 
in Religion or Laws; and to farisfie , not only their 
delires, but even their doubts» ye havediſcharged, 
and by theſe preſents do diſcharge the Service book, 
book of Canons, and high Commiſhon , and the 
praiſe of them, orany of them : and by thefe pre- 
ſen's annuls and reſcinds all as of Councell, Pro- 
clamations , and other a&ts and deeds whatſoever 
that have been made or publiſhed , for eſtabliſhing 
them, or any of them : and declares the ſameto be 
null, and to have no force nor cffe&t in time coming. 
And being informed,that the urging of the pra&ticcof 
the five articles of Pearth Afſembly,hath bred great 
diſtraction and diviſtonin the Church and State , We 
have been graciouſly pleaſed to take the ſame into 
Our conſideration ; and for the quiet and peace of 
Church and State, do not only diſpenſe with the 
practice of the ſaids Articles, but alſo diſcharge , 
like as by theſe preſents We diſcharge all and 
whatſoever perſons from urging the practice thereof, 
upon either laicke or eccleſtaſticall perſon whats 
ſocyer. And We do hereby free all Our Subjects 
from all cenſure and pain, whether eccleſiaſticall 
or ſecular, for not urging, praiſing , or obeying 
the ſame, notwithſtanding of any thing contained in 
che acts of Parliament, or generall Aſſembly to the 
contrarie, And becauſe it hath been, to the diſgrace 
of governement , diſperſt and ſurmized rhroughour 
this Our Kingdome, that ſome of Our _—_

and puniſhment , to which others Our Subjects arc 
lyable : Wedo by theſe preſents declare, that if any 
of Our Subjects , whether eccleftaſticall or civill, of 
whatſoever qualitie, title ,or degree}, have, or ſhall 
at any time preſume to do any ſuch act, orafſume to 
themſelves any ſuch exemprion or power , That 
they ſhall, like as by theſe preſemts We make and or- 
dain them to be lyable to the tryall and cenſure of 
Parliament, generall Aſſembly, or any other judica- 
tories competent, according tothe natureand quali- 
| tie of the offence. And for the free entric of Mini- 
; ſters,tharno orher oath be adminiſtrate unto them, 
than that which is contained in the at of Parliament. 
Andrtogive Our Subjcdts full aſfurance, that we never 
intend to admit of any change or altcration in the 
truc Religion alreadic ceftabliſhed and protelled in 
this Our Kingdome, And that all Our good peo- 


ple may be fully and clearly ſatisfied of the reali. 
tic of Our intentions towards the maintenance of the

And becauſe it is likely that rhe 
diſorders and diſtratione which have happened of 
late, have been occationed through the conceived 
fears of innovation of religionand laws, and not out 
of any ditloyalty or diſafteCtion to ſoveraignity: We 
are gracioully pleaſed abſolutely to forget what is 
paſt,and freely to torgiveall by-gones to all ſuch as 
ſhall acquieſle tothis Our gracious pleaſure, andcar- 
ry themſelves peaceably as loyall and dutifull ſub- 
jets, and ſhall ratific and approve the fame in our 
next enſuing Parliament. And that this Aſlembly 
may have the better {ucceſle, and more happy con- 
clution, Our will: is that there'be a ſolemne faſt 
proclaimed and kept by all our good {ubjc&s of

larly isexpreſled in the Confeſhonot our Faith, ſta- 
blithed, and publickly confirmed by {undrie aGts of 
Parliaments , and now of a long time hath been open- 
ly profcfled by the Kings Majcftie, and whole body 
of this Realme, both inburgh and land.

Evangel, Hiscorrupted doctrine concerning originall
